FIRE SAFETY BILL 


APPROVED BY 
‘HOSPITAL COUNGIL 


Measure to Be Introduced 
in Board of Aldermen 
Friday—Follows Hotel 
Code. 


A proposed ordinance establish- 
ing a special fire safety code for 
hospitals was approved yesterday 
by the Hospital Council of Greater 
St. Louis and will be introduced 


in the Board of Aldermen Friday. 

The bill, which closely follows 
provisions of the hotel fire safety 
code, was drafted by Building 
Commissioner A. H. Baum in co- 
operation with the council's fire 
safety committee, Fire Chief Wal- 
ter H. Kammann and Fire Mar- 
shal Walter Bergman. 

Agreement on the proposed or- 
dinance follows an eight-month 
study of fire safety conditions in 
St. Louis hospitals and needed 
legislation. The study was 
prompted by the St. Anthony Hos- 
pital fire at Effingltam, III., in 
which 75 persons were killed last 
April. 

The Rev. E. C. Hofius, super- 
intendent of Lutheran Hospital 
and chairman of the council’s 
safety committee, said the pro- 
posed ordinance, which would be- 
come effective a year after its 
enactment, would require “siz- 
able” expenditures by the hospi- 
tals. Because of their present de- 
sign, many hospitals may find it 


more economical to comply with .* 


its provisions by installing sprin- 
kler systems throughout their 
buildings, he said. 

In general, the proposed ordi- 
nance would require hospitals to 
enclose elevators, stairways and 
other shafts in fire resistant walls, 
construct fire walls and doors at 
prescribed intervals along unob- 
structed corridors and hallways 
and fireproof basement ceilings of 
wood joist construction and all 
rooms used for storage of flam- 
mable liquids, solids or gases. 

Most provisions of the ordi- 
nance would not apply if the hos- 
pital is equipped with a sprinkler 
system protecting all interior parts 
of the structure and arranged to 
sound an alarm automatically in 
the central hospital office and to 
the St. Louis Fire Department. 
Even if such a sprinkler system 
were provided, the hospital would 
still have to fireproof its kitchen
